Scholarships and Exhibitions and Pounded Prizes, with a short account of their 
origin. 'Phe list of Assistant Masters has been restored in fuller form; the records 
of Cricket and Football Elevens now date back to the ’50’s; and the Roll of 
1 lonour has been rearranged in order of Register numbers. 

Xhc month and vear in the right-hand top corner of the left page, in the left- 
hand top corner of the right page, at each opening in the Register of Boys 
indicates the time of arrival of the first boy on the left page and the last on the 
right page.
